May the Goddefs Serafwaty, the patronefs of 
imagination and invention, of harmony and clo- 
uence; may the mufical Avi/ken, with the nine 
tuneful Gopia s may the quiver-bearing God Cama, 
with the beautiful Ragnies; may all ihe powers of 
love and poetry, aud may the immortal Br UMMA 
himfelf, fecond, wich their moft aulpicious influ- 
ences, our humble attempts to compare the litera- 
ture and poetry of diftant aud diffimilar countries. 
I remarked in my lafl epiftle, that both the Gi- 
tarovinda and Sol mon’s Song, have, in all proba. 
bility, a myftical meaning. This opinion I ftill 
believe to be correét ; but with this myflical 
meaning, (nou wilt perceive, my dear friend, that 
I heve at pref concen. My obj is to 
glance at the two w orks in the charaéter of poems. 
Ke fach I fhall confider them, and leave the myf- 
cal meaning to be explained and enforced by the 
sly Brahmins, co whom this office belongs. 

There is certainly no impropriety in thus con- 
fidering them ; for the poetical garb, in which the 
writers have thought proper to convey their fenti- 
ments, taay form, with che higheft propriety, a 
fubjeit of ciitical eulogium, whatever recondite 
meaning may lie concealed beneath fo fafcinating 
aa exterior. 

The following verfes are in my opinion highly 
beautiful. Ihcy are taken from the ed Chapter 
of Solomon’s Song :—** I am the rofe of Sharon, 
and the lilly of the valley. As the lilly among 
thoras, fo is my love among the daughters. As 
the apple tree among the trees cf the wood, fo is 
my beloved among the fons. I fat down under 
his fhadow with great delight ; and his fruit was 
{weet to my tafie. Me brought me tothe ban- 
queting houfe, and his banner over me was love, 
Stay me with flaggons, counfort me with apples ; 
for Lam fick of love. THis lett hand is under my 
head, and his right hand doth embrace me.”’ 

The following verfes are diltinguifhed by a fin- 
guiar animation of fentiment, and melody of 
numbers: 

‘© The voice of my beloved! behold he com- 
eth, leaping upen the mountains, fkipping upon 
the hills. My beloved fpake, and faid unto me, 
rife un, my love, my fair one, and come away.”’ 

What can be more beautiful, than the lines 
which fellow ?—* Forlo, the winter is paft, the 
rain is over and gone; the flowers appear on the 
earth; the time of the finging of birds is come ; 
and the voice of the turtle is heard in our land ; 
until the day break, andthe fhadows flee away, 
turn my beloved, and be thou like a roe ora 
youag hart upon the mountaius of Bether.’” The 
mutual eulogium, which follows, isin the higheft 
degree rch and glowing : 

** Behold thou art fair, my love ! Behold thou 
artfair! ‘Thou hait dove’s eyes within thy locks. 
Thy lips are, hke a thread of fcarlet, and thy 
fpecch 1s comely. Thy two breafts are, like two 
young rocs, that are twins, which feed among the 
lillies. Until the day break and the fhadows fice 
away, I will get me to the mountain of Myrrh, 
avd tothe hill cf Frarkincenfe. Thou art all fair 
mv love; fhere is not fpotin thee. Come with 
me from Lebanon, my fpoufe, with me from Leb- 
auon, Look from the top of Amana, from the 
top of Shenir and Hermon, from the lion’s dens, 
from the mountains of the Leopards. 

‘*Phou hall ravifhed my heart, my fifter, my 
fpoule; thou haft ravaged my heart with one of 
thine eyes. Fhy lips, O my fpoule, drop, as the 
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honéy-comb. 
tongue ; and the {meil of thy garments is like the 


Honey and milk are under thy 


{fmell of Lebanon. 

** Awake, O north wind, and come thou fouth; 
blow upon my garden, that the {pices thereof may 
flaw out. Let my beloved come into his garden, 
and eat his pleafant fruits.’’ 

The reply is not le‘s tender, ardent and pocti- 
cal. ‘* I am come into my garden, my fifter, my 
fpoufe. I have gathered my myrrh with my 
fpices; I have eaten my honeycomb with my 
honey ; I have drank my wine with my milk. 
Eat, O friends ; drink, yea, drink abundantly, O 
my beloved.”’ 

‘* My beloved is white and ruddy, the chiefeft 
among ten thoufand. His head is, as the moft fine 
gold ; his locks are bufhy, and black, as a raven. 
His eyes are, as the eyes of doves by the rivers of 
waters, wafhed with milk, and fitly fet. His 
cheeks are, asa bed of {pices, as fweet flowers ; 
his lips like lillies dropping {weet-{melling myrrh. 
His hands are, as gold rings fet with the bery; 
hia belly is bright ivory overlaid with fapphires. 

His legs ere, as pillars of marble fet upon fockets 
of fine gold. His countenance is, as Lebanon, 
excellent, as the cedars. His mouth is mof fweet; 
yea, he isaltogether lovely. This is my beloved, 
and is my friend, O daughters of Jerufalem.” 


The prevailing chara&eriflics of this Poem are 
dclicacy, richnefs and beauty ; but the following 
paflages partake in no {mall degree of grandeur : 

** Thou art beautiful, O my love, as Tirzah ; 
comely, as Jerulalem; terrible, as ax army whth 
banners. 

*€ Who is fhe, that looketh forth, as the morn- 
ing ; fair, asthe moon, clear, as the fun, and ter— 
rible, as an army with banners.’’ 

Again the Poem fecturns to its ufual beauty and 
clegance. 

‘* How beautiful are thy feet with thoes, O 
Princes’ daughtere ! (hy two breafts are, like two 
voung rocs, thataretwians. Thine head uponthee 
is like Carmel, and the hair of thine head like pur- 
ple ; the king is held inthe galieries. How fair 
and how pleafant art thou, O love, for delights ! 
This thy itature is, like to a palm tree, and thy 
breaft to clufters of grapes. I faid, I will go up 
to the palm tree; 1 will take hold of the b ughs 
thereof. Now alfo thy breafts fhall be, as clufters 
of the vine, and the {me 1 of thy nofe, like apples; 
and the rorf of thy mouth, like the beft wine, for 
my beloved, that goech down {weetly, caufing the 

lips of thole, that are aflzep to fpeak. Let us get 
up early to the vineyards; let us fee if the vine 
flourifh, whether the tender grape appear, and the 
pemegranatcs put forth ; for there will I give thee 
my loves. The mandrakes give a fmel!, end at our 
gates are all manner of pleafant /ruits, new and 
old, which I bave Jaid up for thee, O my beloved.” 

Thefe, my dear El Uelan, are fome foecimens 
of this beautiful Poem. I could not have tran{- 
cribed any part, which ig not fraught with pecu- 
liar beauty. Indeed, if I had granfied my own 
inclination, I fhould have tranfcribed the whole. 
In my next epiitic, I fhail produce fome fpeci- 
mens of the Gitagovinda, which I fear will {uffer 
by the comparifon. In the eftimation of its mer- 
its, the peculiarities of the Hindu tafle fiou!d be 
Kept conitautly in view.

TOYS. 


PRACTICAL Education begins very early, 
even in the nurfery ; without the mountebank 
pretence, that miracles can be performed by the 
turning of a flraw, or the diGatorial anathematiz- 
ing tone, which calle down vengeance upon thofe 
who do not follow to an iota the injanGions of a 
theorift. We may Gmply obferve, that parents 
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would feve themfelves a great deal of trouble, and 
their children foie pain, if they would pay fome 
attention to their carly education, The temper 
acquires habits much earlier than is afually appre- 
bended ; the firftimpreflions which infants re- 
ceive, and the firt habits which they learn from 
their porfes, influence the temper and dilpofition 
long after the flight caufes which produced them 
are forgotten. More care asd judgment than 
ufually fall tothe thare of a nurfe are seer ffary, to 
culiivate the difpofitioa which infante thew, to 
exercife their fenfes, fo as neither to fuffer them 
to become indolent and torpid from want of prop- 
er objc&ts to occupy their attention, nor yet to ex- 
haufi their fenfes by continual excitation. By 
ill-timed reftraints cr injudicious incitements, the 
nurfe frequently recders the child obftinate or 
paffionate. Ao infant fhould never be interrupt- 
ed in its operations ; whilf it wifhes to ufe its 
hands, we fhou'd not be impatiest to make it 
waik ; or when it is pacing, with all the attention 
to its centre of gravity that is exerted by a rope~ 
dances, fuddenly arreft its progrefs, aod inlift up- 
oo its pronouncing the {caniy vocabulary which 
we have compelled ito learn. When children 
are bafily trying experiments upon objets withia 
their reach, we fhould not, by way of faving thera 
troable, break the courle of their ideas, and to- 
tally prevent them from acqoiing knowledge by 
their own experience. When a foolifh ouifs 
fees achild attempting to reach or lift any thing, 
fhe rons immediately, ** Ob, dear love, it can’t 
** do it, is can’c |}—1'1] do it for it, fo 1 wilh 1’— 
If the child be trying the difference between puth- 
ing and pulling, rolling os fliding, the powers of 
the wedge or the lever, the cfficicus nurle haftene 
iofantly todiiplay her owa knowledge of the me- 
chanic powers :—-'' Siay, love, flay 5 that ie oot 
"the woy to do it—Vil thew it the right way-~ 
** fee here-—lo.k at me love.” Wiihout ia- 
terrupting a child in the momeat of aftion, prop- 
er care roight previonfly be taken to remove out 
of its way thofe things which can really hurt it, 
and ajuf degree of attention mut be paid to iis 
fii ft experiwents upon hard and beavy, and more 
efpeciaily upon fharp, brittle, and baring bod- 
ies; but this degree cf care fhould not degenerate 
tuto cowardice; uous ewer thagachild fhould 
tumble down or turn its fiogers, than that ic 
fhould noticara the ufe of tts limbe and ite fenfer. 
We fheuld for another reafon take care to pat all 
dangerous things eff-Stwally out of the child's 
reach, inflead of f2ying perpetually, ** Take care, 
“don’t tcuch thar !—-don’t do that!—let that 
‘alone |” The child, who fcarcely underfians 
the words, and not at all the reafon of thefe pro. 
hibitions, is frightened by the tore and courte. 
nance with which they are uttered «nd accompa - 
nied; and he cither becomes indolent or cun- 
ning; either he defifls from exertion, or {eizes 
the moment to divert himfelf with forbiddea cb. 
jeAs, when the watchful eye thot guards them is 
withdrawe. It tsin vain to encompafs the reft- 
lefs prifoner with a fortification of chairs, and to 
throw him ao old almanack to tear to pieces, or 
an old pincufhion to explore 5 the enterprizing 
adveaturer foon makes his efcape frora this barri- 
cado, leaves his goods behind him, and prefently 
is again in what the rurfe calls mifchief. 
Mifchief is with nurfes freqacotly only another 
name for aoy {pecies of aftivity which they fiod 
troublefome ; the love which children are fup- 
poled to have for palting things out of their plac. 
es, isin reality the defire of {-cing thicgs in mo- 
tion, or putting things into differeet fitustions.—

OF PHYSICAL PRINCIPLES. 


THE evidence of the external fenfes is obvi- 
ovfly the primary principle from which all phyfi. 
cal knowledge is derived. But whereas nature 
begine with caufer, which after a variety of chang. 
es prodace efteAs, the fer. fes open upon the ces, 
and from thew, through the flow and painful road 
of cxperiment and obiervation, defcend to caufes. 

Mano appears upon the age of this material 
{yfem as apooa vifionary theatre, in which he 
looks only upon the exterior of things, as the eye 
enon a flower that is full-blown ; or upon an ine 
{-@ in all the pride and beauty of its colours, with. 
cut obferving immediately the different fleges 
through which they have pefled, the different 
changes they have undergone; and without de- 
fcendirg tothe feeds and principles from which 
they (pring, aod which upon examination, will 
be found totally different both tn form and colour, 
In ke mannerare the fenfes the altimate criteria 
of al phy fical knowledge, liable to be impofed 
woon aod deceived in regard to the qualities and 
canfes, the powers aod operations of phyfical bo. 
gies. 

The fenfes are therefore to be affited by obfer. 
vations takea with diligence and circuinfpe&ion ; 
and to be undeceived by different analyfes, which 
dive nature of her external and compounded 
jorm, and lay opes her ipteroal mechanifw and 
conflraétion ; their errore aod mifcooceptions are 
to be refified by the ule of experiments of differ- 
ent kiods, which penetrate her iomoft receffes, 
and defcead to her remoteft caufes. By the ap- 
plication of fuch affitance they are enabled, but 
not without difficulty, to leave bebind the falla- 
cious, to pale from one appearance to another, 
and ae fer as human fearch can go, to judge of 
the realities of thioge. The information which 
the fenfe giver us, as Lord Bacon, the great 
friend and father of philofophers, has obferved, is 
to he examincd and corrs&ted by various methods ; 
for usough they deceive us on all accafions, they 
themfelves difcover the errors into which they 
lead ; bot whereas the errors he imesediately be- 
fore us, the indications of thew are to be fought 
at a great diflance. 

The feofes are fuljceAto a two-fold defc& ; 
they either defert or elfe deceive us. Many fub- 
jeQts elude their cognizance, however well they 
may be difpofed and free from impedimeat, either 
from the tenuity of the whole objeét, or the ex. 
treme minutenels of its parts; from the diftance 
of its fituation, the flownels or velocity of its mo- 
tion, its familiarity tothe eye, and from many 
other caules. And again, where they fally ap- 
prehend their objc&, they are not to be fecurely 
iclicd wpon ; forthe teflimony and information 
of the feofcs depend on the analogy and conftitu- 
toa of man, and not on thofe of rhe univerfe ; fo 
cat, to fay thst fenfe isthe adequate meafure or 
competent judge of things, is aa affertion founded 
oo mifake, 

f ~ obviate the imperfeAiions of fenfe, philofo- 
phe s ere ucder the neceffiry, by mach Isbor and 
greotien, of esting in aid from every quarter ; 
sid alfa to regniate and reGtifv thea where they 
tay in themleives. This is effeSed not fo much 
by the ule of inflruments, as by the help of ex- 
perements; for experiments are more penetrating 
gic fabtile ciaa the fenfes, even when effided by 
i uments of the moft exquvifite contrivance. 
We mean lach experiments as are ingenioufly in- 
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vented, and applied with fkilland addrefs to the 
elucidation of every thing which is the fubje& of 
enquiry. 

Philofophers do vot, therefore, rely upon the 
perception of the fexfes, immediately applied as 
in their proper and common exercife, but bring 
the matter of judging to thisiflue : that the feofes 
jadge of experiments, and experiments of things : 
thus experiments are in faét as the religious guar- 
dians of the fenfes, from which evecy thing io 
found philofophy is originally derived, and the 
fkilfal interpreter of their oracles ; fo that whilft 
others only pretend, true philofophers in reality 
cultivate and fupport the evidence of fenfe. It 
may therefore be laid down a3 a maxim, ** That 
no phyfical effe& ia really explained or under- 
ftood, unlefs it be deduced from a phyfical caufe, 
the exiflence and operation of which can be ex- 
petimentally demonfirated.” Men bave noright 
to aflume the charaGecr of law-givers to the works 
of Gov, but muft be content to borrow from 
them all the laws of philofophy. H.

THE country of lower Egypt is nearly 2 level 
plain, which lofes itfelf, like the fea, in the clouds 
at the extremity of the horizon. Its uniformity 
is ooly interrupted by a few eminences, either 
nataral or faGlitious, on which are fituated the vil- 
lages thus kept out of the reach of the inundation 
of the Nile; and thele eminences, lefe ufual on 
the fkirts of the defert, more frequently to be feen 
onthe fide of the Delta, and which appear like a 
dark line on a very tranfparent fky, are rendered 
Rill further vifible Sy the date-trees and fyca- 
mores, oftecer to be met with in fuch fituations 
than elfewhere. 

Both morniog and evening the afpe& of the 
country is exa@ly aa it ought to be ; and hetweeo 
you and the Jaf villages wisich prefent them felvrs, 
you perceive nothing but land; but when the fure 
face of the earth is fufficiently heated by the rays 


‘of the fun, and, indeed, anti! it begins to get cold 


towards the evening, the land ao longer feems to 
have the fame extenfion, but to be terminated, to 
within the diflance of a league, by a geacral inune 
dation. 

The villages placed beyond that, appear like fo 
many iflands tiationed in the middle of a greet 
lake, from which the {pe€tator ie feparaied by an 
extent of land, more or lefa confiderab)e, accord- 
ing to circumftances. You theo behold the image 
of cach of thefe villages refle@ed exeftly asif it 
were exhibited ona clear furface of water, with 
only this diflereace,—that, as the reprefentetion 
is at a confiderable diflance, the fmaller objcGs 
are invifible, and the meffes alone diflinG : in 
addition to this, the edges of the reverfed image 
are rather ill defigned, and fuch as they would be 
if the furface of the refleGling medium bepp@ned 
to be a little agitated. 

In proportion as one approaches a village, 
which appears to be placed in the midft of an 
inuodation, the margio of the water feems to rc- 
cede ; and the arm of the fea, feparating you, as 
it were, from the village, fbrioks back by degrees: 
it at length difsppeare entirely, aod the phenome- 
non, which now ceafes in refpe@ to the firfl vil- 
lage, is ioftantly reproduced by a new one, which 
you difcover at due diftancein the rear. Thos 
every thing coptributes to complete an illufion 
which is fometimes cruel, more efpecia'ly in the 
defert, becaufe it tantalizes you with the appear- 
ance of water at a time when you experience the 
greate® want of that clement.

METHOD OF SALTING MEAT. 


AS farmert are moft commonly too far diftant 
from market places, to be {upplied from them 
with freth meat, and as it is moft convenient for 
them to kill only at certain feafons, they ought to 
be wel! acquainted with the beft methods of keep- 
ing mcat in good order, by falting. 

The common method of preferving pork, re- 
ferving the lean parts for ufe inthe cold f{eafon, 
and applying a large quantity of fah to che fat, is 
perhaps as good as any can be. But beef is great- 
ly injured, and rendered unwholefome by a fe. 
vere falting. 

A good method of preferving beef, which I 
have known to he practifed for feveral years paft, 
isas follows: For a barrel of beet of the common 
fize, reduce to powder ina mortar, four quarts of 
common falt; then eight ounces of falt petre, and 
five poundsof brown fugar. Let the falt be well 
rubbed into the pieces, pack them clofe inthe 
barrel, and fprinkle the falt petre and fugar even- 
ly overeach layer. No water at all isto be ap- 
plied. The juices of the meat, if well packed, 
will form a fufficient quantity of brine; and the 
beef will keep fweet and good through the follow- « 
ing fummer, fuppofing it killed and packed in the 
begianing of winter, or late im autumn; and will 
not be coo falt to be palatable.— Draining otf the 
brine and purifying it by boiling and fcamminy, 
with the addition of a little falt in the begioning 
of fummer, and regurning of the brine upon ihe 
meat, will be a real improvement. '

reivesdo cot feemto be conduftors of the Ga)- 
vanic fliid. Conduiars applied to the infide of 
the reQum and noftrils, excited very confide rable 
contra@ions tn the richt auricle more then three 
heure after death 5 the ventricies were, 28 in pro. 
feflor Aldini’s experiments, perfedly morioanlels ; 
the diftortations of the wafcles of the counte. 
nance, &c. were nearly the fame ason the former 
eccafion. The experimenta were condudled with 
perfc@ accuracy and fcience; but no new fa‘ ap- 
pears to be afcertaincd.
